With the hope of protecting Hie 


orthodox Russian Jews In Philadelphia 
from further ravages of the Influenza 
epidemic two Hebrews were married 
at Mie first Hue of graves In the Jewislj 
cemetery a few months a?o. More 
than 1.200 Russian Jews watched the 
rabbi perform the wedding ceremony. 


When the couple were pronounced 


roan and wife, the orthodox atnong the 
spectators filed solemnly past the cou- 
ple unrt made them presents of money 
In sums ranging from ten cents to n 
hundred dollars, according to the 
means and circumstances of the donor, 
until more than $1,000 had been given. 


After the last offering the bride and 


bridegroom walked to the greensward 
farther from the graves, where a wed- 
ding feast was quickly spread from the 
two trnckloads of food that others 
of the faithful had provided. 


The marriage in a cemetery, with 


the idea of warding off the ravages of 
nn epidemic, is a revival of a custom 
that has prevailed for hundreds of 
years among the Jews In the heart of 
Russia. When Russia was swept by 
••holera several centuries ago Jews 
died by the hundreds. Panic seized 
them, and th>\v called n council of 
elders and rabbis, who rtf>r-!d»fl that 
the attention of God should be called to 
the affliction of their fellows if the 
most humble man and woman amons 
them shouH join In marriage In the 
presence of the dead. 


S?o they asked a young man and a 
nuian, who were unknown to each 


other an«l who were without wealth, 
to marry In order to save their fellows 
from the choler* ncourge. The younff 
people agreed, add the ceremony was 
lierformed. According to the tradition, 
the rnvae?* of the cholera suhsided 
within three days.—Youth's Compan- 
ion.

The French language will prosper 


after the war. In more or less perfect 
form U nil! be brought back to Amer- 
ica, to Australia, to Canada, to South 
Africa 67 aoldi«r« and auxiliary war 
workers to the number of taiany tens 
of thousands. But for every Anglo. 
Saxon whom the war has taught 
French It is a safe guess that there are 
a hundred mid-Europeans to whom as 
a result of the war, emphasizing al- 
ready existing conditions, the English 
tongue will be brought dose to home. 
Because the aew Czecbo-gloTakla must 
be in Intimate touch with a million 
Oiecha and Blovaks In the United 
States, because there are several mil- 
lion ftolss In this country, DeWtu* 
every one of the new nationalities In 
central Europe look* In the first place 
to these United State*, tn* American 
language will be familiar among all 
foreign languages to these people. For 
that matter, the numerous commis- 
sions and propagandas of mld-Curope 
which have been busy in the United 
States will have brought back with 
them the use, if not th* Idiom, of our 
languag*,—Exchange.
